When Chatles P Mathewsou  was
uppoluted to the respons|ble position of

ll-m'l'.'-'l-‘l Mathewson's appointment, the
Nebraska newspapers, lucluding The Bes,
refralned from remounstrance, content.
Ing themselves merely with expressing

the bope that Mr, Mathewson would
redecm himself in his position,
In thig Instance, however, the adage

thnt “You cannot make a erooked stick
straight” only repeated itself. As an
Indian agent, Charles P, Muathewson
distinguished hlmself no better than he
hud as a banker and logislator. ‘The
traders and land grabbers, who flut-
ter nround the Nebraska Indinn reserva-
tlons ke fMies around a molasses bare
rel, found in  him a most supple took
Instead of protecting the Indians from
thelr rapacity, Mathewson connlved
with them in all the schemes for the
spollation of the Indians’and closed Uls
eyes und ears to the complaints and
appenls that were wade on their behalf,
Mathewson's personnl exnmple ds gh-
pervisor of the Indlan reservatlon has
been, If anything, more discreditable
than bis collusion with the combine
that has systemationlly plundered the
Indinns and earlehed Its members o
the leaslag and purchnse of lodian
lands. Thefe is no doubt that Mathew-
gon would have been ousted from his
place years ngo had it not been for the
potential nfluence exerted by the land
speculators and their allies with the
Indian bureau and the® officers of the
federnl court in this  distriet, whose
duty It was to prosecute the perpe-
trators of the frauds upon the Indians.
It was only through the persistent
and uncompromising efforts of men nnd
women who belleved that an Indign has
some rights that n white man must re-
gpect that the whilewashing reporix
procured by the rving from susceptible
Inspectors for the benefit of Mathewson
finally pesulted in a seapching Inquiry
that fully confirmed * all the charges
that had been placed In the bhands of
the Indian commissioner and secretary
of the Interior by the editor of The
Bee and others who have endeavored
to right the wrongs perpetrmied upon
the Indians.

It Is glven out from Washington that
Mathewson has resigned on account of
his declining health, and it s further-
moare given out that Commissioner Jonoes
hus expressed gront regret at parting
with Mr. Mathewson, whose services
are sald to be eminently satisfactory
to the Indian bureau and invalunble in
promoting the welfare of the Indians.
If the latter statement is correct amn
investigation of the Indlan office may
bo In order. Commissloner Jones eer:
tainly cannot bo ignorant of tha faet
that the Winnebago Indlans have been
confidenced and robbed by the land spec-
ulators in Thurston county. Commls-
glonier Jonea certainly also must kinow
that this could not have been possible had
an honest Indian agent kept the Indian

THE LODGE CONSULAR BILL.

It is probable that & very earnest
effort will be mude in the Fifty-elghth
congress to pass the bill of  Benutor
Lodge for reforming the consulur ser-
vice. This menasure was considersd in
the lust congress, but did vot get be-
yond the seuate commlittee on forelgn
relations, which approved the hill. 1t
{8 now announced that It will be e
Introduced In the senste and o the
house of representatives as soon ue pos-
¢ihle after the assembling of the wew
congress and It is thought that wnder
the pressure In favor of it that wiill be
exertud Ly the business Interests of
the conulry it Is lkely to become law.
The bill has been framed with sreat
care and le the result of 4 wost thov-
ongh consideration of the subject to
which it has reference, It econtem-
plates n complete reorganization of the
consular service and the placing of it
on & basis that will rewove the servies
entirely out of politles. The measure
rocogulees the meorit system in connee-
tlen with consular sppointments wmd
wonld do away with some of the ex-
Isting defects which are admitted on
all hands to be a drawback und damaege
to the service. Amoug other things it
proposes to abollsh the fee system and
to pay consuls xed salaries, of course
grmading saluries according to the olar-
seter of the dutles. It provides for an
examining board to which applicatiouns
for appolutment shall be submiltted wod
which shall ascertain the ftness of ap-
plicants, The qualifcations for ap
pointment are deflosd, among them
being # geneinl knowledge of trade
conditions, famillgrity with the indus-
fries and  matural  resources of the
Usted States and the country to which |
the applicant wishes to be assigusd
toud 0 knowledge of other modern lans
stiges besides English. 1t provides for
the retention in the service of capable
and efivient consuls and for thelr pro
motion.

According to Washington advices the
treaty that is being negotiated between
Ching and the United States, and which
It Is understood will be slgned some
ten days ‘hence, (= extremely important
in the influence it will have upon the
futmre of Awerican teade in the Celes-
tinl émpire. " While of course nothing
definite will be given out asa to the
terms of the treaty before s submis
slon to*the senate in Decomber, It I8
stuted that in sddition te its proyisionsa
for openiug ports It contains other stip-
ulutions for trude Intercourse which it
I ¢lalmed make it a betler treaty than
that negotinted with China by Great
Britain, .

There geems - to be no doubt that Min.
ister Conger has been applying himselfl
with great industry and zeal to the
task, by no means a shople ope, of ab-
taining from the Chinese governmen
the reasonable and valunble conces
glong asked by the United States and
which are wundoubtedly essentinl not
only to an enlurgement of our trade with
China. but also to the malntenance of
the open door principle for which our
governmont has egrnestly  and per-
sistently contended. 'This latest Infor-
mation In regard to the treaty being
negotidted appears to conclusively show
that the Ohinese government I8 no
longer embarrassed hy any objections
on the part of Hussin and assuming
that to be the case it is safe to say
that the moderato and entirely fair re-
quests of the United States will be com-
plied with. Thete has never been any
doubt am to the friendly dlgposltion
toward us of China, the delay in con-
ceding the wishes of this coyptry being
wholly dus to outside infludnee which
the Chinese government counld not ex-
pediently disregurd. That influence ap-
pears to have been entirely withdrawn.
Every prospect of enlarging our for-
elgn trade Is a source of gratification,
and this is particulurly the case in re-
gard toe commerce with Agla. We
should not allow ourselves, however, to
Indulge an extravagnut notion as to
the possibllities of this trade and
thereby Dbe leil to neglect an equally
viluable commerce in other directions.
What 1s belng done for the promotion
of our trade with Ohina is unguestion-
ubly wise, but there are other markets
thut Invite our enterprise which ought
not to be lgnored.

GENERAL GHANT AND THE CANPEEN,

Foreeful Appeal for the He-Establish-
ment of the Poal Exohange,

Many ofcers of the United States army
sre anxlous to have the army canteen re-
established. They opposed Its abolition when
the question was under discussion, and
they now polnt to deterlorations In  the
service which they tiace to the absence of
the canteen and say, “"We lold you so."
Among the latest zecrults to the foree
which stlll hopes to re-establish the in-
stitution 8 General Frederiok D. Grant,
who, like many of his brother officers,
thinks thut the people who were responatbie
for its abolitlon and who oppose its re-
establishment do not swee the canteen In its
proper llght, While the good peopls who
wished to benefit the soldier by wiping out
the places where he could procure light
drink regard these places as “vile resorts
Into which the poor soldier's money finds
itg way." the friends of the cuntoen pe-
gard this feature of the post exchange na
A soidler's club, n remort where he may
find wholsoma relaxation and a  foll
ageinst the consclenceless rumseller who
has always been the canteen's greatest
enemy.

General Grant Is a total abstalner, ne-
cording to his own statement, but he nevar-
theless regards the abolitian of the canteen.
with Ita light beverages, ms o "vital mis-
fortune to the service” In his annoal
report as commanding oMcer of the Depart-
ment of Texas he says;

“In every age the spirit of true soldiery
hus engendered trus comradeship, and in
ro renlm of society, In no walk of life, has
{he radical reformer succeeded In chunging
the natural dispoaltion of man to the ex.
tent of ellminating this sentiment. To say
that the soldier as a mah must be uniike hin
brothér in wll the other walks of Jife—be-
eause ho Is & soldler he must be denied all
privileges of even the most moderate con-
vivislity among his comrddes—because he
is % noldler he must be subjecied to un-
urually strenuous conditlons and submit
to radloal reformatory methods, which can-
not be applied to any other cluss of men
s & body In any other phase of life—is a
species of fanaticism, which, It is respect-
fully suggested, lawmuakers can well amérd
to lgnore, If not to condemn. Whils pas-
slons may be held In bLound, nature cannot
bo wholly reversed or changed Ly stringent
laws and rules. and the sconer rules are
mads looking to moderntion, lnstead of ab-
stinence, the better will be the morale and
the higher the standard of ludividunl de-
portment In (W& United States army."

The sarnest pisa for Lhe re-establishmaent
of the canteen ls only an echo of utlerances
by bundreds of offieers, many of whom
have shown by carefully prepared tables
that lower moral conditions, Increased ill-
hees and u higher pepcentage of desertions
huve followed the closing of the canteen.
To these oficers the facts which the report
contain are well known, but to . the people
who fangled that a great blessing had come
to the soldlers of the United States army
when the arder closing the canteen depart-
ments of the post exchunges wis lasued
these words of a close and Impartial ob-
server will probably place the subject in a
new light:

*“To cloae the doors of the moldier's gurri-
eon lub and send him out Inte the haunts
of inlguity wid vice, run by moral vultures,
who, degraded themselves. sat up no siand-
ard of mopality, but, breaking down all
barriers of restruint, Invite and indude sol-
diers to jJoin In all sorts of depravity and
infamy, iv & wrong to the scldler as well us
a4 wroog to the community in which the

soidier ls located.

This is apparently an enormous increass
aver the birth yale for the corresponding
quiirter of last yonr, but Is not really a
more tham normal Inorcase, and s aec-
colinted for by the natural Increans in the
adult population The figures are more
comprehensive than ever before, and that

Nevertheless, a birth rate of eleven chil-
dren an hour is very great, mnd shows the
rapld progress of the clty townrd being the
greatest in the world. D, Haupt cone
Jectures that the birth rate in the more
thickly populated districts of the east side
l# fifteen an hour, and in the most con-
gested districts at least twenty an hour.

California s
second in gold, with a product a little
loss than $17,000,000, and Montana is second
in sliver, §7,000,000,

An interesting feature of the govern-
ment’s tabulation I8 the increase In gold
which Is shown for Aluska, The oulput of
the yellow metal in that province In 1902
was 58,000,000, & gain of §2,000,000 over 180L
1t should Le remembered that the Alaska
here referred to in the United States terri-
tory of that name. In some estimates of
the yield of Alaska the British settlements
in the neighborhood of the Amerlcan lne
are loosely counted in. In the esthmate of
the dlrector of the mint It = evident that
It i the Unlted States territory which Is
moant, The Klondike region s close to
the Unlted Btates ilne, but as that belongs
to Canada, it has po business to be counted
i with the Amerionn territory when lgur-
ing the gold yield or anything eine.
